An excavation for a 150-foot 
connecting pipe between the two 
water systems was dug yesterday 
in West Florissant avenue, at the 
Jennings-St. Louis city limits 
line.

SEOUL, (Sunday). June 21 (AP) 
— Chinese Red forces renewed 
their probing thrusts today against 
South Koreans in the Pukhan 
river area of the east-central front 
but ignored sectors manned by 
American and otHer foreign 
troops. 

With two fresh divisions of 16,- 
000 men moved into the Pukhan 
sector, the Chinese gave every 
sign of testing defenses for a new 
drive like last week’s steamroller 
attack which forced a two-mile- 
deep bend in the battle line. 

The .Reds probed and maneuv- 
ered southeast of Finger Ridge, 
searching for weak spots. One 
Chinese company took a Christ- 
mas Hill outpost east of Finger 
Ridge.

Privately, responsible officials 
considered the Red demands not 
unreasenable in the circumstance 
and short of what the Reds might 
have done if they wanted to 
wreck truce prospects.

Delay in Reply Likely.

Officials 
obviously hope that there may be 
some improcement in relationships 
with South Korea as a result of 
such developments as Robertson's 
prospective trip and the emerg- 
ency return to Korea earlier this 
week of Premier Paik Too Chin, 
after conferences with President 
Eisenhower and Secretary Dulles 
Uncertainty about Rhee is so 
great that authorities here are 
deeply concerned over what he 
may do next.

‘AGAINST RACIAL 
RELIGIOUS BIAS 


People Are R Ready for 
Steps to Be Taken, 
Joint Statement of Jew- 
ish and Negro Groups 
Asserts.

A report on civil rights, sub- 
mitted yesterday to Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly by M. J. Slonim, mem- 
ber of the national executive 
committee of the American Jew- 
ish Congress, shows the need for 
action against racial and religious 
discrimination in Missouri, Slonim 
said. 


The 15l-page * published 
jointly by the Jewish organization 
and the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple, not only shows the need for 
action in Missouri, Slonim said, 
but also shows that the people 
“are ready to take that action.” 


Developments during 1952 in 
14 major areas of national life in 
which civil rights is an issue— 
including employment, education, 
mob violence, group defamation, 
housing, the armed forces and the 
nation’s capital—are covered in 
the report. 

Cites St. Louis Steps. 

In support of his statement that 
Missourians are ready to act 
against racial discrimination, 
Slonim cited the fact that the 
American Theater ended its policy 
of segregation at the beginning 
of the i952-53 season, Negroes 
were admitted to the St. Louis 
Dental Society and the AFL 
Machinists Union in the St. Louis 
district dropped its racial bars. 

Although the State Legislature 
failed to pass bills to end segre- 
gation in Missouri’s public schools 
and state-supported institutions of 
higher education, “support for 
such action plainly was growing,” 
Slonim said. 


He pointed out that Washing- 
ton University acted to admit 
Negroes to all branches and that 
a poll taken at one of the city’s 
high schools showed 75 per cent 
of the students favored admission 
of Negroes. 

Little Done Nationally. 

On the national scene, the re- 
port stated that little was accom- 
plished by federal or state gov- 
ernments to reduce inequality, 
and that mob violence against 
minority group members, seeking 
their full civil rights, continued 
to increase. 

It criticized Congress for hav- 
ing failed to enact fair employ- 
ment, anti-lynching, anti-poll tax 
and other forms of civil rights 
legislation. The executive branch 
of the Federal Government 
“showed little initiative” in the 
two areas where its powers to 
reduce discrimination are unques- 
tioned—employment under gov- 
ernment contracts and federal 
public housing—the report said. 

One outstanding development 
during 1952, the report stated, 
was the increase of more than 
50 per cent in the number of 
southern Negroes who defied in- 
timidation and voted in the presi- 
dential election.

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Soviet ‘Deeds’ in Various 
Parts of World Intended 
to.

More precisely, the new Russian rulers are 
obviously seeking to isolate the United States 
from its Allies. The present confusion in 
Koree is a striking demonstration of its et- 
fectiveness against a loosely bound coalition.

WHILE THERE IS GENERAL AGIEE- 
MENT among American and British officials 
as to the Russian objectives there are two 
schools of thought as to when the Kremlin, 
or specifically the Politburo and its succes- 
sor, decided to change tactics while still re- 
taining the long-range strategy for gaining 
world domination. 

One viewpoint is that the change came 
after Stalin’s death in March and the tri- 
umvirate of Malenkov, Beria and Molotov 
took over. ‘Proponents of this theory observe 
that a dictatorship “can turn around on a 
dir while democracies, with their compli- 
cated governmental machinery, move much 
more slowly and need a larger area for 
changing course, 

A more experienced view, held by some 
American and British Soviet experts, is 
six to nine months ago the Kremlin 
d it was losing gtound in the “cold 
war" against the rapidly rearming free 
world and began laying 
last year te adopt a conciliatery attitude 
teward the West. 

Proponents of this hypothesis point to the 
Korean truce negotiations as an example of 
long-range Soviet maneuvering to split the 
Allies. They agree that Stalin’s death prob- 
ably speeded up the Kremlin’s new zig- 
zagging. They guess that the new dictators 
probably wanted time to establish them- 
selves. 


Under this theory, the Russians, under 
Stalin, thought two years ago that a truce 
in Korea would be more likely to break up 
the Allied coalition than continued warfare. 
Thus, in June 1951, Jacob Malik, in a broad- 
cast, hinted that steps should be taken for a 
cease-fire order in Korea. The U.N., through 
the United States, accepted his proposal and 
negotiations began the next month, The 
meetings with the Chinese Communist rep- 
resentatives were recessed in September 
1952, after seemingly insuperable difficulties 
arose over the repatriation of prisoners of 
war. \ 

When thé United Nations met in Octo- 
ber, last year, opening with a three-hour 
speech by the then Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, the Russians appeared to be a 
little “softer” and less vituperative against 
the United States, but they and their satel- 
lites opposed the Indian resolution pro- 
posed in Nevember as a basis of settle- 
ment. This resolution was adopted by the 
U. N. Assembly 54 te 5 and was considered 
a Russian defeat. 

In February, the United States wrote a 
letter to the Chinese Communist commanders 
in Korea proposing an exchange of the sick 
and wounded prisoners of war. The Red Chi- 
nese and the Russians ignored this until 
March 28—after Stalin's death—when the 
Red commanders replied they were willing 
to negotiate on this issue and hoped thus to 
smooth the way for a resumption of the truce 
talks. On his return to the U.N. from Stalin’s 
funeral, Vishinsky was noticeably more con- 
elliatory. ‘

THE NEAR-ARMISTICE in Korea is the 
greatest “deed” contributed by the Krem- 
lin since Stalin’s death. The action of Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee in releasing the thou- 
sands of anti-Communist North Korean pris- 
oners, which caught the United States un- 
prepared, was an extra dividend for the Rus- 
sians in their long-range program to break 
up the United Nations coalition and isolate 
the United States. 

The other “deeds” were minor and cost 
the Russians virtually nothing, except in East 
Germany where the conciliatory gestures 
backfired this week when the East Berliners 
rioted so fiercely that martial law was re- 
imposed. Ironically, much of the néw Soviet 
maneuvering in Europe had apparently been 
directed, first at defeating Chancellor Ade- 
nauer’s Christian Democratic administration 
in the September parliamentary elections 
and, second, at preventing the ‘creation of 
the ix - nation European Defense Army,

part of a plan to create a unified, unarmed 
Germany under a Communist hegemony. The 
subsequent riots called for a second look at 
the situation. One theory advanced in diplo- 
matic circles here was that the exodus of ref- 
ugees, mostly farmers, foreshadowed a food 
shortage in East Germany, essentially an 
agricultural region, and that the Russians, 
recognizing that their farm collectives were 
inefficient, were forted to make concessions 
in the hope of making this occupied area self- 
supporting. In the words of one official, they 
were making a virtue of a necessity. 

+ The riots indicated a lack of essential in- 
formation on the part of the Russians and 
Americans about Eastern Germany. Our own 
diplomats in West Berlin and Bonn had no 
official intelligence reports that the Russians 
were about to show a more friendly manner 
to the East Germans; the Russians obviously 
had no idea. that concessions would start a 


rebelllon. The first indication the Americans 


had of a change of policy was when stern 
Gen, Vassily Chuikov, the hero of Stalingrad, 
was removed as Soviet control commander 
in Germany, and replaced by the more easy- 
going Vladimir Semyenov, who was named 
supreme commigsar in East Germany.

THE ORIGINAL RUSSIAN overtures were 
partly successful in splitting the West Ger- 
mans. Erich Ollenhauer, spokesman for the 
Social Democratic party which opposes Chan- 
cellor Adenauer, called for a return of the 
big four control of a unified Germany. This 
proposal, which Adenauer called “his night- 
mare,” might have made some headway if the. 
East Berlin riots had not intervened. 

The conciliatory moves in other parts of 
the world appear to have some connection 
with the forthcoming big three conference 
in Bermuda between President Eisenhower, 
Prime Minister Churchill and the French 
Premier, yet to be selected. it 
The minor concessions have mostly been 
the stopping of something the democratic 
powers would not Have done in the first 
place.

In this country, one United States Senator 
openly indorsed Rhee’s attack on the United Na- 
tions and the United States Government. He 
was Senator Joseph R. McCarthy who said: 

“Freedom-loving people throughout the world 
should applaud the action of Syngman Rhee.” 

McCarthy, like Chiang, was following the 
logic of his own self-interest. For McCarthy, 
like Chiang, has a personal stake in continua- 
tion of the Korean war. Let peace come to Ko- 
rea, and it is likely that a general relaxation of 
tensions between the Communist and non-Com- 
munist worlds may follow. Let East and West 
begin working toward the settlement of their 
differences, and McCarthy loses one main source 
of his own drive for personal power—the ex- 
ploitation of fear and hatred which thrive on 
international tension. 

McCarthy, Chiang and Rhee—the makeup of 
this sinister trinity should never be forgotten.

HESE books may be de-

would never read another.” It 
is always unwise to take an 
oath like that—except when it 
concerns algebga, of course 
and Messrs. Low, Sellar, Yeat- 
man and Armour have done 
their best to make all who have 
committed such a youthful in- 
discretion regret it, and indeed 
forget it, completely. : 

The first is described as “an 
unexpurgated, unabridged and 
unlikely history of the United 
States from Christopher Colum- 
bus to the present.” It might 
also be called uninhibited, un- 
licensed and unerxcelled. It 
opens with the promising state- 
ment that “Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella refused to believe the 
world is round even when Co- 
lumbus showed them an egg.”

given annually to the individual 
selected as “most worthy by 
reason of his contribution to 
the improvement of the rela- 
tions of law and psychiatry”;

Our squashes, cucumbers and melons, which 
I like to plant after the nights are really warm, 
were slow in sprouting and will have hard sledding 
unless rain comes soon.

@ THE EXACT DAY when we want it to stop raining is 
always a problem. We'd expected to mow our oats, which 
are being baled for hay, on Monday. But the baler was held 
up at the south end of the valley, then made an extra stop 
on the way up, and it was Thursday before we could start.

Voice of America short-wave 
broadcasts, about life in the 
United States in general and the 
doings of his hometown in particu- 
lar. 

Severai weeks ago, Voice of 
America officials announced that 
Billy’s broadcasts, beamed espe- 


cially to Pakistan and North India, 


were so successful that they would 
have to be discontinued. Billy’s 
fan mail had reached such propor- 
tions that it was costing $500 a 
month to answer it and VOA, 
faced with a budget cut, felt that 
it could no: longer foot the bill. 


The decision to discontinue 
Billy’s program kicked up a storm. 
VOA officials took hurried note 
of public indignation, and six days 
after Billy had been dropped, it 
was announced that an ‘interim 
allocation” had been arranged to 
cover the costs incurred in answer- 
ing Billy’s fan mail. The young 
“Arthur Godfrey of the Asian 
Audience” went back on the air. 


In his weekly programs, which 
he has been broadcasting since 
last July, Billy doesn’t try to sell 
anybody anything or follow any 
propaganda line. He talks about 
such things as American ice cream 
sodas and his school picnic, about 
stamp collecting and American 
jazz, about his mother’s cooking 
and the girls he knows, about 
sports and the scenery around his 
home town. His broadcasts in 
English are repeated by a linguist 
in Urdu, the recognized language 
of Pakistan, and since early last 
Fall have been picked up regular- 
ly by the British Broadcasting 
Corp., and relayed to Europe and 
the Middle East. 


On each program, besides giv- 
ing a glimpse in simple language 
into American everyday life, Billy 
invites his listeners to write him 
and to joif the Billy Brown Pen 
Pals Club. Since his broadcasts 
are beamed to Urdu speaking 
peoples, his heaviest fan mail 
comes, understandably, from Paki- 
stan and North India. But he has 
heard from young people in many 
other countries. In a single day 
mail may arrive for him from 
such far away places as British 
Guiana, Iraq, Sweden, Israel, 
British West Indies, Indonesia, 
Sumatra, Egypt, Greece, Australia, 
Ireland, Malaya, South America, 
Turkey and Syria. 


He has heard from United 
States soldiers in Korea who 
warmed to his simple talk of 
everyday happenings at home. He 
also gets fan mail from a colony 
of 1500 Urdu-speaking residents 
in Glasgow, Scotland. 

Mostly his letters are from 
young folks who want to know 
about America and our way of 
life. Billy answers some of the 
letters on the air but the bulk of 
the mail is turned over to mem- 
bers of the Billy Brown Pen Pals 
Club. The club is composed of 
youngsters in Yorktown Heights 
who believe, like Billy, that a 
foundation for world peace can be 
built on friendship—even though 
that friendship is only established 


by letter — between the young 


people of America and those of 
foreign countries.

ILLY explained this friend- 
B. idea to me as we leaned 
against a lemonade stand on 
the edge of the high school base- 
ball diamond in Yorktown Heights. 
“I figure it this way,” Billy said. 
„It's like you have, say, 10 men 
rowing a boat. If all of them row 
in the same direction, you'll get 


to the dock quicker than if some 


pulled one way and some another. 
That’s the way the world is today, 
people rowing off in all directions. 
Maybe if the young people of 
different countries got to be 
friends and maybe got to under- 
stand each other a little better 
things might be different. Then 
when they grew up they might 
want to all row in the same direc- 
tion toward the dock — toward 
peace, I mean.“ ; 
Billy started his broadcasts at 
the invitation of Dr. George Can- 
dreva, chief of the Voice’s broad- 
casts for Pakistan and North India.

Heights, during which he earned 
his doctorate from Columbia, 
Candreva joined the State De- 
partment as Cultural Affairs 
Officer in Lahore, Pa here 
he was once more 6 ed with 
the desire of the young people of 
Asia to know and understand 
America. 

“I was also impressed by the 
size and the intensfty of the Com- 
munist campaign aimed at the 
young folks of Asia, propaganda 
which portrayed America and its 
youth in a bad light,” Candreva 
says. “When I returned to the 
United States after two years in 
Pakistan I wanted to do some- 
thing about it.”

HAT Candreva did was to go 

back to Yorktown Heights, 

and, there, with the blessing 
of Central School principal Miss 
Mildred Strang, he spent a full 
day making talks before each 
class. He explained how the Com- 
munists were telling the kids of 
Asia that American young peo- 
ple are no good, that the United 
States is a nation of juvenile 
criminals whose main interest in 
life is jitterbugging and who read 
nothing but comic books and 
look at nothing but crime movies. 


Candreva told the students that 
here was a challenge they had to 
accept whether they wanted to 
or not. He proposed, for want of 
means for a big campaign, that 
the students start a pen pal club. 
He would furnish the names of 
young people he had come to 
know in India and Pakistan. The 
kids in Yorktown Heights could 
write to these young people and 
tell them what America is really 
like.

A few of the youngsters’ at 
Central School took immediate 
interest in Candreva's plan. Billy 
Brown was one of them. Later 
when Candreva became chief of 
the Voice of America’s broad- 
casts for Pakistan and North In- 
dia, and had moved his family 
to Yorktown Heights because he 
had found it a pleasant place to 
live, he saw a lot of Billy Brown. 
Billy seemed to him to fit per- 
fectly the well-worn description, 
“a typical American boy.” Billy 
was a good student and an all- 
around athlete. He belonged to 
the debating and dramatic so- 
cieties and sang in the church 
choir. He was just about the 
most popular boy in Yorktown 
Heights, yet the honors and se- 
colades hadn't turned his head. 

Candreva asked Billy if he 
would like to breadcast to the 
young people of Pakistan and 
North India. Billy, despite his 
school work and heavy athletic 
program, was willing to take tim 
to help Candreva out. . 

At first Billy’s broadcasts were 
only one-mjnute long and made 
only in English, Then came the 
idea of giving Billy his own 
show, an eight- or nine-minute 
program, which would allow him 
to tell about America in his own 
way.

Not long ago Billy received a 
letter from one Ismail Ahmad 
who lives in the Federation of 
Malaya. Ismail wanted to know 
if America was anything like what 
he had seen in the movies. Billy 
answered in his next broadcast: 


“You know, I hate to disillu- 
sion you, Ismail. But the movies 
don’t give a very accurate picture 
of America. It’s true we have a 
lot of big buildings and Broadway 
in New York has a Jot of bright 
lights but it’s generally accepted 
here that our happiest people live 
in the small communities. As a 
matter of fact there is a great 
movement underway in America 
right now back to the rural areas. 
Things move in cycles. When this 
country was begun about 175 
years ago, everyone lived on the 
farms. Then with the coming of 


the industrial revolution everyone 


started moving to the cities. That 
movement continued until some 
15 years ago. And now the people 
in the crowded cities are all look- 
ing for a plot of ground in the 
country. The population of many

When the Voice of America bud- 
get was cut, it was decided that 
Billy’s success was a luxury VOA 
could not afford. It was an- 
nounced that as of June 1, Billy 
would be taken off the air. 


But then the dam of public 
opinion broke. ‘Radio and tele- 
vision stations in New York put 
Billy on the air to tell about his 
Pen Pals program for building 
international good will. The Ro- 
tary Club in Yorktown Heights 
and the Rotarians of nearby 
Peekskill held meetings to ex- 
plore the possibilities of financ- 
ing the fan-mail end of Billy’s 
problem if the Voice df America 
would continue to use Billy, free 
of charge, on the air. 

But before private support was 
needed or could be raised, VOA 
announced its “interim alloca- 
tion” and Billy and his program 
are now safe until the budget for 
the new fiscal year is announced 
next month, 3 

When funds ran low at VOA, 
Billy’s mother, Evelyn, and his 
father Earl Brown, pitched in to 
help. On the day this reporter 
visited the Brown home, the table

Behind this plaque lies this 
story? Hearing of Billy’s popular- 
ity in Pakistan, Mohammed Ali, 
who was then Ambassador to the 
United States, decided to pay 
Billy a visit. With his wife, the 
Begum Mohammed Ali and his 
two sons, Hamaad and Hamde 
Ali, the Ambassador last Novem- 
ber ‘journeyed to Yorktown 
Heights. The Rotary Club gave a 
luncheon for the Ambassador and 
his family, and the P.T.A. held a 
reception. Ip the evening Billy 
took the Ambassador's two sons 
to a square dance and the oldest 
son stayed overnight with Billy, 
while the Ambasador and his wife 
and younger boy went back to 
New York. The hext day, Mrs. 
Brown and Billy took Hamaad on 
a picnic, complete with hot dogs 
and soda pop.

He didn’t say a 
word when it was proposed that 
he do three or four recordings 
on one trip for $25 in order to 
pare a little off the regular $9 
he had been getting for single 
broadcasts. 

A handsome lad with blond 
hair, Billy is six feet, two inches 
tall and weighs 190 pounds. When 
his pictures appeared recently in 
the newspapers, a film studio 
asked him to take a screen test 
in New York. He isn’t too excited 
about going to Hollywood if the 
test turns out all right. 

This summer he is acting as 
senior counselor at a camp in 
Maine and in the fall he will en- 
ter Syracuse University on a 
scholarship. He has his sights set 
on a law degree. 

At present he is receiving 
about 250 letters a month from 
young people in some 35 different 
countries.

CHILDHOOD IS NOT A HAPPY TIME.

T is sometimes difficult for a 


parent to realize that a child 


can have @motions as intense 
as any adult. Feelings of anger, 


outward form in misbehavior in 
the school room, candy pilfering 
at the corner grocery, or some 
physical result, such as a stomach 
disorder or a paralyzed arm. 

In a building at 4562 Scott ave- 
nue, which was once a residence 
and still conveys the quiet seren- 
ity of a home, staff members of 
the Washington University Com- 
munity Child Guidance Clinic 
come face to face with these prob- 
lems every day, and are wit- 
nesses to the fact that for many, 
childhood is not a happy time. 

“We are presented with a host 
of different kinds of symptoms,” 
says Dr. Phillip H. Starr, who 
heads the clinic. “The types vary 
from psychosomatic complaints— 
asthma, dermititis, colitis, peptic 
ulcers—to psychoses of a wide va- 
riety. , 

“Many children are subject to 
obsessions. A lot of them are 
problem eaters, have habit dis- 
orders, depression; there are even 
children with suicidal tendencies. 

“In the past year we've been 
interested, too, in the more ma- 

types of emotional dis- 
orders in children. As recently as 
10 years ago it was felt that de- 
mentia praecox and the like were 
seen only in adults, that they had 
their onset at age 13 or 14. But 
at the present time, we have half 
a dozen who are unable to make 
even a borderline adjustment at 
sch@ol, children who essentially 
have broken contact with reality.” 

Unfortunately, many of the 
children referred to the clinic 
have been buffeted about; the 
clinic is an “end of the road” 
measure, For this reason, treat- 
ment is not as effective as if it 
had been started earlier. 

“The front line of defense for 
mental health of the child is in 
the schools and the offices of 
pediatricians,” Dr. Starr says. “In 
these two places, problems can be 
seen early and if detected, can be 
relieved and resolved without 
clinical intervention.” 

Those who do come to the clinic 
usually do so at the suggestion of 
school authorities or pediatricians. 
The usual process is for the par- 
ents to call for an initial appoint- 
ment. 

A team of four co-operates in 
seeking out the underlying emo- 
tional problem. In addition to 
the psychiatrist, the child is ex-

amined by a pediatrician and a 
psychiatric social worker assem- 
bles a history of the family and 
the child’s disturbance, A clinical 
psychologist puts the child 
through various tests and then 
watches him in play therapy. This 
last process simply means that 
the d is supplied with a doll- 
house, dolls, guns, autos, and per- 
mitted to play out some of his 
thoughts. 

“Children can act things out 
better than verbalize,” says Dr. 
Starr. “With an adult you can 
set up an interview but a child 
presents his thoughts unknow- 
ingly. If he plays with dolls, for 
instance, he probably will make 
them members of his family and 
show breaks and splits in the 
family.”

YPICAL of the value of play 

therapy was the case of a 12- 

year-old boy, an undersized 
child of a Casper Milquetoast 
father and a domineering mother. 
Outwardly a meticulous, clean, 
conforming little boy, he suddenly 
became involved in a series of 
delinquent acts involving fire set- 
ting and store break-ins. In his 
play session, the little boy, with 
much exhilaration, began giving

It was obvious that his 
burning destructiveness was 
aimed at his mother; unable to 
express his rebellion against her, 
he was taking it out against so- 
ciety at large.

“It 
was a two-sided process, and as 
the mother’s attitude changed, 
the boy had less reason to be re- 
bellious. Meanwhile, the boy’s 
father who had been afraid to 
speak up, began to do so. The 
mother’s entire concept of him 
changed; she became more ad- 
miring. At the same time she 
felt relieved because she had 
been experiencing guilt at her 
part in the situation.” 

Responsibility for a child’s ac- 
tions does not always rest with 
the family. Sometimes a malad- 
justed child comes from a well 
adjusted background. 

“You. might think of a child’s 
emotional life as being affected 
by three circles,” says Dr. Starr, 
“a small circle, a larger one 
around that, and a still larger 
one around the two. The first one 
is the child’s internal emotional 
make-up, his own perception, 
thinking, adaptive capacities, ap- 
praisal of reality. That in itself 
may be distorted. Around that 
one is the larger circle, the fam- 
ily relationship, which certainly 
may have a tremendous dramatic 
effect on his development. 

“The third circle is the setting 
in which the family lives, the im- 
pact of society and culture, the 
things that cause parental anxie-

Aside from its community 
work and, more important in a 
long-range view, is the work the 
clinic does in education, training 
teachers and nurses to carry out 
this work in other fields. In 
addition, its individual staff mem- 
bers are all active in numerous 
community agencies. 

“There is a shortage of trained 
personnel for this work,” Dr. 
Robert A. Moore, dean of the 
Medical School, points out. We 
are essentially an educational in- 
stitution and we. feel an obligation 
to train the type of person that 
will be needed to meet health 
needs in the future.” 

Adding that the clinic renders 
a real service to the community, 
Dr. Moore expresses the hope 
that “other such clinics will be 
established under various aus- 
pices.” 

Dr. Starr, a native of southern 
Ontario, also has personal ex- 
perience in the problems of nor- 
mal parenthood with his 26- 
month-old son, Eric, a handsome 
blond boy whose picture is on 
his desk. He feels that most 
parents worry too much about a 
child’s development compared to 
other children rather than rely- 
ing on his own timetable. In 
addition, he says smilingly,. most 
parents do “too much psychol-

Camp Two Becomes Hospital Ward 
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Mountain Climbing Expedition's 
Doctor Fights to Save the Lives 


of Men Suffering 


From Effects of 


Bitter Cold—Long Retreat Begins

This is the seventh installment from the best-selling 
book, “Annapurna,” the dramatic story ef a French expe- 
dition’s climb to the top of 26,493-foct high Annapurna, 
the highest mountain ever climbed by man until two mem- 
bers of a British expedition reached the top ef 29,002-foot 
Mount Everest last May 29.

N cold and discomfort, and to

HE MISSOURI RIVER VALLEY west of St. Louis offers 

a pleasant one-day motor tour through a scenic re- 

gion that has rich historical background. In contrast 
to the more rugged Ozarks, the landscape is one of 
peaceful valleys and wooded hills, fertile farms with 
well-tended fields, spired red-brick churches in bucolic 
settings, and neat, comfortable houses that pre-date the 
Civil War. As the road winds along the ridges of this 
gently rolling countryside, an occasional break in the 
river bluffs affords a glimpse of the broad Missouri— 
the highway that brought the first settlers to the area 
more than 150 years ago. 

Names like Femme Osage Creek, Boone's Lick road 
and the village of Dutzow suggest the region’s varied 
background. In the late 1700s French traders and trap- 
pers entered the area, then inhabited by Osage Indians. 
They were followed, in the early 1800s, by Anglo-Amer- 
ican pioneers led by Daniel Boone and his sons. In the 
1830s and ‘40s, German immigrants came to the valley 
and left a distinctive, indelible impress on the region, 
particularly in the architecture and culture of such towns 
as Washington and Hermann. a

OT LONG AGO, newspaper readers shiv- 
ered over the photo, left.

‘Get Me Out’ 


Y HUSBAND hung over the side to hold 
the rope and keep it from fraying 
against the bridge.

The driver was tense when he came over 
the side. The other man pleaded: ‘Get me 
out of here. It’s getting hot.’ 

“When we finally got him up, he col- 
lapsed.”

But the strange luck which saved 2 lives 
was revealed later by Overby. “Just before 
the accident,” he said, “I noticed a car be- 
hind me.

LONDON. 
AS PRINCESS MARGARET, the Queen’s 
younger sister, abandoned her gad- 
about life? 


Something has been happening to 
Margaret this year, while the world’s spot- 
light has been on her older sister, ELIZABETH. 

Suddenly, London has begun to realize that 
it is seeing a lot less of the carefree young 
Princess whose name used to be in the head- 
lines. 

Mayfair has missed the midnight-to-3 a.m. 
visits of the pretty Princess who startled 
sedate Britishers (and tickled the fancy of 
Americans) by dancing the can-can. 

What has been happening? There have been 
rumors, even, that Margaret, about to turn 23, 
has become sad, subdued and ‘religious’.” 


The “new” Margaret emerged a year and a 


half ago. 

It was obvious to thoughtful Britishers that 
KING GEORGE Vi's death, Feb. 6, 1952, deeply 
moved the sensitive, fun-loving girl. 

It was obvious, too, that the loss of England's 
beloved King had altered Margaret’s place in 
the royal household. 

After the King’s death, a mature Margaret, 
with a new dignity, began to emerge. Close 
associates said she began to rely a great deal 
on her own company and thoughts. 

» And, suddenly, Margaret found herself 
gently relegated from the limelight to the 
shadows. 

During the nine months of court mourning, 
she attended her mother devotedly. She an- 
swered messages of sympathy and gave what 
comfort she could. 

Debutante days were over at last. So were 
the newspaper stories of dancing till dawn at 
the plush “Four Hundred Club,” of low-cut 
gowns and of the spontaneous can-caniat an 
American embassy party. 


Her Social Life 


N THE PAST YEAR and a half, of course, she 
has gone out—but usually it has been with 
her mother-—to concerts, art galleries or to 

various exhibitions. Court mourning for the 
King and her grandmother, QUEEN MARY, have 
limited her social life. 

Sometimes she has accompanied the Queen 
and PRINCE PHILIP on public and social occasions. 
Recently she went with them to the horse 
trials at Badminton. 

Others there saw her, a sophisticated little 
figure (she’s not much over 5 feet with high 
heels) in a black short-sleeved dress, grace- 


fully using a long, gold cigarette holder. 

(Margaret has been smoking since she was 
18. There have been rumors that she “smokes 
too much.” Actually, she smokes between 5 and 
10 cigarettes a day. Whether this is too much 
is a matter of definition.) 

Although most sports bore her, she was with 
the Queen and Duke of Edinburgh again at 
a football association cup final—the soccer 
championship of England. 

Because she now prefers quiet evenings at 
the homes of her young married friends and 
doesn’t attend the theater as often as she 
once did (sometimes 6 evenings in one week), 
the suggestion that she has become “sad and 
religious“ has been heard more often. : 

There have even been published rumors that 
Margaret would become a nun. 

Palace spokesmen insist that religion has 
always been a vital part of her life, as it is 
with all the royal family, and that she is 
neither more nor less religious than she was. 

There was emphasis, a few weeks ago, on her 
attendance of Lenten lectures. But Margaret 
has gone to such lectures before and since the 
King’s death, and always had attended church 
services regularly. 

In the greatly diminished circle of her un- 
married friends is a young clergyman, the 
REV. SIMON PHIPPS, of Huddersfield, Yorkshire. 


Men in Her Life 


OT LONG AGO he planned to give a ball to 
N raise money for repairing his church’s 

steeple. To lure the dancers, he invited 
Margaret, and she accepted. Queen Mary’s 
death prevented her going, but she visited the 
church later and attended morning service 
there. 

The familiar names linked with the Princess 
—the EARL OF DALKEITH, the MARQUIS OF BLAND- 
FORD, LORD OGiLVY—have taken brides, although 
BILLY WALLACE, stepson of the American polit- 
ical philosopher, HERBERT AGAR, remains a 
bachelor. 

Others in the small, charmed circle are MARK 
BONHAM-CARTER (who will sit in Westminster 
Abbey during the coronation at the Princess’ 
invitation); LORD PORCHESTER, heir to a 365- 
room castle; the McEWEN BROTHERS—ROBIN and 
rory—sons of a former under-secretary for 
Scotland. Their sister, Kirsty, now LADY 
HESKETH, is a close friend of the Princess. 

Since her debut, the game of guessing whom 
Margaret will marry has been played before 
each birthday. Guessers always strike out. 

Strangely enough, no one can claim ever 


hearing the Princess begin a sentence, as girls 
do, with “When I’m married . 

“The Princess is very much more the 
daughter at home,” a friend remarked. “Per- 
haps she will never marry.” If she does, how- 
ever, her allowance of 6,000 pounds sterling 
(about $16,800 in American money) gets a 
boost to 15,000 pounds a year. 

As third in succession to the throne (PRINCE 
CHARLES and PRINCESS ANNE precede her), her 
public duties have increased. 

Her job, and it’s full-time plus over-time, 
is to stand in for the Queen. An average day 
may include opening a home for old people, 
launching a ship or attending meetings of in- 
stitutions of which she is titular head. 

In spite of the crowded days, she and the 
Queen manage a daily sister-to-sister tele- 
phone gossip. And Margaret always finds time 
for a romp with her nephew and niece.

The little Prince, who found “Margaret” too 
much of a mouthful, has given her the name 
“Margot.”

Margaret’s next big adventure after the 
coronation will be a trip to Southern Rhodesia 
with the Queen Mother. When she returns, will 
her carefree, fun-loving spirit reappear? 

All England will be waiting to see. 

In the meantime, Buckingham Palace pooh- 
poohs the idea that Margaret s happy spirit 
has been dampened. 

After all, observers say, Margaret has grown 
up. The height of her fun-loving days passed 
five years ago.

And as millions of baseball fans know, 
pitching a no-hit game is one of those 
rare things in life —like pleasing your 
mother-in-law. You hold your breath in 
both situations. 

So one of baseball’s unwritten laws is 
this: when it becomes apparent in, say, 
the fourth or fifth inning that a pitcher 
is on his way to a no-hitter, stay away 
from him.

Don't talk to him. 

And DON’T, under any circumstances, 
mention to him—or anyone around—that 
he might pitch a no-hitter. 

That “rule” even extends to radio and 


“TV announcers. They don't mention it 


either even if they’re bursting (and they 
usually are) in the late innings. 


Holloman himself (who goose-egged 


the Philadelphia Athletics) says he 
didn’t bring up the subject. 

“And of course. nobody would talk to 
me at a time like that,” he says. 

But his rare accomplishment does not 
by any means guarantee Bobo Holloman 


a bright future in baseball's big time. 

Many great hurlers never turned in no- 
hit games. GROVER CLEVELAND ALEXANDER, 
RUBE WADDELL, BURLEIGH GRIMES, HERB PEN- 
NOCK and LEFTY GROVE couldn’t find the 
magic touch. — 

Yet, on the no-hit rolls are pitchers 
who, except for their one big day, were just 
names in the box scores. Of recent vin- 
tage, for instance, are BILL McCAHAN, BOB 
BURKE, DICK FOWLER, DON BLACK, ED HEAD, 
CLIFF CHAMBERS and VERN KENNEDY. 


What You Need 


ERHAPS the most important ingredi- 
P ent of a no-hitter is—luck. 

REX BARNEY, of Brooklyn, had such 
luck against the Giants in 1948. On that 
rainy September night, Barney was in 
early trouble. He walked JACK LOWRKE, the 
first Giant batter. Rex retired WHITEY 
LOCKMAN, but he threw wild on SID 
GORDON’S grounder, and the Giants were 
threatening with two men on, and one 
out. Barney then walked JOHNNY MIZE to 
load the bases. 

Barney would be pulled from the 
mound if he didn’t retire the next hitter, 
WILLARD MARSHALL. 

But he did get Marshall, thanks to a 
great play by JACKIE ROBINSON. From then 
on, Barney breezed to his no-hitter. 

Some no-hit pitchers get an assist from 
the official scorer. 

Last August, VIRGIL TRUCKS was pitching 
for Detroit against the Yankees in New 
York. In the third inning, the Yanks’ PHIL 
RIZZUTO hit a grounder to third-baseman 
JOHNNY PESKY, who fumbled it. The official 
scorer ruled the play an error. 

After a conference he changed the 
ruling to a hit. 


Changed His Mind 


HEN Trucks set down the Yankees 
with no further hits, the appre- 
hensive scorer called the Detroit 
dugout and asked Pesky about the play. 

“The ball spun from my glove,” said 
Pesky, “and I made a poor throw.” 

The scorer again changed his ruling, 
charging Pesky with an error. And Trucks 
had his no-hitter. 

A more resolute scorer’s refusal to use 
an eraser cost HOWARD EHMKE the honor 
of sharing one of baseball's outstanding 
records—the mark set in 1938 by JOHNNY 
VANDER MEER, of Cincinnati, when he 
pitched two no-hitters in a row.

JAMAICA, N. . 

saw Russia's big back yard. 
For seven days and nights. 
six other Americans and I 
stared out at the passing for- 
ests, deserts and rising cities of 
Siberia as our train thundered West 

to freedom. 

I still don’t know why the Reds 
chose to transport us like nabobs 
on their finest Trans-Siberian Rail- 
way express. But I enjoyed it. 

The seven of us—five Methodist 
missionaries, three of whom were 
women, an American businessman 
and I—had managed to survive three 
gruelling years of imprisonment in 
North Korea, including the now- 
famous “death march.” 


By the time we boarded the Trans- 


Siberian streamliner in Manchouli, 
Manchuria, we were in pretty goed 
shape. The Reds saw to that. 

a as 
24 parade JUNE 21, 1953 


Some ten days before, they had 
sent a full colonel and a doctor (both 
North Koreans) to our camp on the 
Yalu River to transport us to Pyon- 
gyang, the capital. There, in an 
underground cave, we were fed 
caviar, fitted with tweeds and bar- 
bered. 

One story illustrates their concern 


for our appearance. When the bar- 


ber was finished, a Korean major 
looked us over. 

“Why didn’t you shave that man?“ 
he asked the barber, pointing to one 
of our party. 

“I thought he said he didn’t want 
a shave,” the barber replied. 

Why of course he wants a shave,” 
said the major firmly. And he got a 
shave. 


No Torture 


E'S no use going into the 

: agonies of the long imprison- 

ment. You’ve read a lot about 
them from others. And you'll read 
more. 

I would like to say, though, that, 
except for the “death march,” there 
were no unusual tortures at any of 
the camps where I was held. And 
there was no “brain washing.” 

We were questioned, of course, by 
a young Russian who tried to get us 
to make anti-American statements. 
Those who did got a little more soup 


and better quarters. 


But so many of us held out (not 
one of some 59 civilians gave him 
any satisfaction) that I really think 
we “brain washed” the Russian. At 
any rate, he seemed less and less 
sure of what he had been taught 
about America as time went on. 


Chief Suffering 


ur chief suffering was caused 
by poor food—a little rice or 
grain and soup — cramped 
quarters and lack of medical atten- 
tion. Even at that, we probably got 
about all the hard-pressed North 
Koreans could provide. 
The “fattening up” process start- 
ed on Aug. 15, 1952. Then our food 


and medical supplies came from the 


Chinese Communist forces. 

But to get back to my story—our 
view of Russia’s back yard. Here 
are some quick impressions 

The train was quite modern—a 
Silver, air-conditioned streamliner. 
But it was pulled by old fashioned 
steam locomotives..My guess is that 
we moved along at about 30 miles 
an hour most of the time. I’m sure 
we never went over 60. 

Our own car was a wooden one 
attached to the end of the train. It 
had nice mahagony trim and had 
probably been first class 30 years 
ago. Like the others, it was divided 


into two-bunk compartments with 
an aisle down the side. 

The new cars and the diner were 
attractively painted in pastel shades 
and were up to date in every way. 

Food was good, though limited in 
variety. Meats were mostly ham and 
pork with an occasional serving of 
beef. You could get all the caviar, 
soup, cheese, eggs, bread, coffee, tea 
or cocoa you wanted. There wasn’t 
much in the way of fruit or dessert 
—mostly canned plums. 

We were allowed 60 rubles a day 
for eating in the diner. (I still don’t 
know where the money came from.) 
But we could never eat that much. 

The official Russian idea ‘of com- 
parable exchange is four rubles to 
the American dollar. I think it 


should be nearer 12. 


One Dollar Chocolate 


CHOCOLATE bar cost 5 to 16 rubles 
A (officially, $1.25 to $4).
